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The  records  of  the  past  year  show  nothing  essentially  new 
or  striking  in  regard  to  the  Society’s  work,  but  to  the  worker 
each  year  brings  new  experiences  and  new  opportunities  of  use¬ 
fulness.  We  should  be  glad  if  we  could  help  our  friends,  old 
and  new,  to  realize  the  need  of  this  central,  unsectarian  organi¬ 
zation,  and  to  give  it  their  hearty  co-operation  and  support. 
We  invite  any  to  our  headquarters  who  may  wish  to  have  cases 
investigated  or  discussed,  and  we  are  always  ready  to  receive 
criticisms  from  those  who  question  our  work  or  our  methods  in 
any  way. 

From  time  to  time,  word  comes  to  us  that  some  friend 
does  not  wish  to  contribute  to  our  Society,  because  most  of  our 
help  is  given  to  one  nationality.  Ours  would  be  a  very  narrow 
charity,  if  this  were  true,  and  we  wish  again  to  impress  upon 
our  friends  that  our  work  is  among  people  of  all  churches  and 
no  church,  and  of  all  nationalities.  All  applications  for  help 
that  come  to  us,  and  from  whatever  source,  are  promptly  investi¬ 
gated.  If  the  circumstances  demand  immediate  relief,  relief  is 
given,  but  the  next  step  is  to  find  if  the  applicant  should  naturally 
be  aided  by  relatives  or  by  any  special  church  or  society  and  to 
co-operate  with  them.  The  clergymen,  Protestant  and  Catholic, 
are  frequently  interviewed,  and  we  always  find  them  ready  to  take 
responsibility  about  their  own  people,  and  to  work  in  co-operation 
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with  us.  Our  visitors  also  are  from  both  Protestant  and  Catholic 
Churches,  so  that  we  keep  in  touch  with  all  denominations, 
and  our  office  is  a  centre  to  which  all  may  come  freely  to  discuss 
problems  of  charity,  as  well  as  special  cases. 

At  our  weekly  case  committee  meetings  during  the  past 
winter  we  have  had  the  attendance  of  the  visiting  nurse  assigned 
to  this  district  by  the  Boston  Consumptives’  Hospital,  a  valuable 
addition  to  our  number.  She  has  charge  of  all  cases  of  tubercu¬ 
losis  in  this  district  and,  as  these  cases  often  need  help  from 
our  society,  she  is  glad  to  have  our  co-operation.  One  of  these, 
needing  a  great  deal  of  care  and  assistance,  was  that  of  a  girl  of 
fifteen  who  was  obliged  to  go  to  a  day  camp  for  several  months. 
She  was  one  of  a  large  family,  and  the  good  wages  which  she  was 
earning  in  a  factory  were  very  important  to  the  home,  the  father 
being  on  small  pay  at  that  time.  Money  for  the  daily  fares  was 
obtained  from  the  Jamaica  Plain  Dispensary,  warm  clothing  was 
furnished  by  the  Society,  and  for  a  time  with  help  from  indi¬ 
viduals  the  rent  was  paid.  Other  lifts  were  given  from  time  to 
time  during  a  rather  discouraging  winter,  with  two  other  children 
in  delicate  condition,  but  as  the  young  girl  steadily  improved, 
and  as  the  family  were  most  appreciative,  it  seemed  a  very  satis- 
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factory  outlay  of  time  and  money.  In  the  spring  the  man’s  wages 
were  somewhat  increased,  and  the  girl  was  discharged  from  the 
camp.  This  summer  she  went  to  work  again,  but  she  is  still 
under  advice  and  oversight  from  the  Hospital.  For  several  others 
we  have  secured  aid  for  fares  to  and  from  the  Day  Camp  and 
Franklin  Park  School,  or  board  at  Rutland,  from  our  Dispensary, 
necessary  clothing  being  provided  by  our  Society. 

On  a  very  cold,  snowy  day  of  last  winter,  one  of  the  local 
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doctors  reported  a  family  of  live  young  children  from  seven 
years  to  fourteen  months  in  great  need.  The  mother,  a  Swede, 
had  just  been  taken  to  the  City  Hospital  very  ill  of  pneumonia. 
Nothing  could  be  learned  of  the  father.  The  children  were  left 
alone,  without  food  or  fire.  Through  the  doctor  and  a  neighbor 
their  first  needs  were  relieved,  then  one  of  our  visitors  took 
charge  of  the  case.  A  great  deal  of  work  had  to  be  done  very 
quickly  in  order  to  have  these  little  ones  put  under  proper  care, 
but  in  twenty-four  hours  this  was  arranged,  and  dressed  in  their 
forlorn  and  ragged  clothes,  they  were  taken  in  a  carriage  by  a 
motherly  woman,  to  the  Chardon  Street  Home,  and  later,  as 
they  had  no  city  settlement,  they  were  taken  in  charge  by  the 
State  Board  of  Charities  and  placed  in  good  families.  The 
mother  recovered,  but  not  having  proved  herself  fitted  in  any 
way  to  make  a  home  for  these  children,  they  are  still  away  from 
her,  and  the  case  remains  in  the  care  of  the  State.  Many  soci¬ 
eties  were  consulted  with  in  the  course  of  our  investigations  in 
regard  to  this  perplexing  case,  which  gave  us  great  concern  on 
account  of  the  very  young  children  involved. 

In  many  families  in  our  care,  the  children  and  young  peo¬ 
ple  are  the  most  important  consideration.  The  questions  must 
often  come  as  to  what  conditions  and  influences  surround  them, 
what  work  they  are  doing  or  are  fitted  to  do,  and  many  others. 
We  often  feel  that  we  ought  not  to  lose  sight  of  these  young 
people  until  we  can  see  them  well  started  in  life,  and  we  are 
sometimes  cheered  by  very  satisfactory  results  in  these  directions. 

While  ours  is  a  relief-giving  society,  able  to  tide  people 
over  hard  places,  its  aim  is  also  to  learn  the  causes  of  poverty 
and  need,  and  to  try  to  do  preventive  work  wherever  this  is  pos- 
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sible.  We  have  been  in  touch  with  many  Hospitals,  Homes, 
and  charitable  organizations  during  the  year,  and  we  have  espe¬ 
cially  valued  our  conferences  with  workers  in  the  Associated 

✓ 

Charities  and  their  co-operation  with  us. 

Sewing  under  the  charge  of  our  agent,  has  been  given  to 
twenty-six  widows  and  elderly  women.  Most  of  this  work  was 
done  for  the  Mass.  Infant  Asylum,  the  New  England  Hospital 
and  the  Children’s  Hospital,  the  material  being  furnished  by 
them,  and  the  women  being  paid  from  our  treasury.  Some  gar¬ 
ments  to  sell  and  to  give  away  are  always  made  and  kept  on 
hand  at  our  room.  Outside  employment,  temporary  or  perma¬ 
nent  was  found  for  a  number  of  men,  women  and  girls. 

Through  the  Trustees  in  charge  of  the  distribution  of 
funds  from  the  George  William  Boyd  estate,  our  Society  received 
the  welcome  gift  of  one  thousand  dollars,  which  we  gratefully 
acknowledge. 

We  wish  also  to  thank  the  friends  who  have  contributed 
money  for  special  cases,  and  those  who  kindly  remembered 
many  families  at  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas. 

The  contributions  of  clothing,  boots  and  shoes  which  have 
been  sent  to  our  Room  have  been  most  acceptable  and  useful, 
and  we  should  be  glad  of  many  more  such  contributions  for  the 
families  in  the  care  of  our  visitors. 

Our  solicitors  will  make  their  annual  visits  in  behalf  of  our 
Society  this  autumn,  and  we  trust  that  the  subscriptions  and 
donations  may  come  in  promptly  and  generously  that  we  may 
be  able  to  meet  the  many  calls  which  are  sure  to  come  to  us. 
Our  friends  must  also  remember  that  we  are  obliged  to  incur 
the  added  expense  of  rent  since  the  burning  of  Curtis  Hall. 
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We  make  again  our  earnest  annual  appeal  for  more  visitors  and 
more  money,  trusting  that  among  the  many  charities,  the  Friendly 
Society  may  ever  keep  a  special  place  and  importance  in  the 
minds  of  the  men  and  women  of  this  community.
